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Th« development of the City Art Museum is 
an outgrowth of educational work organized in 
St. Louis by the late Professor Hai^sey C. Ives 
and other friends of art, back in the seventies. 
In 1875, Mr. IvES, then an instructor of drawing 
in Washington University, established a free 
evening drawing class, which for a time occupied 
one of the rooms of the University building, until 



its success made other quarters necessary. In 
1879, a home at Nineteenth and Locust Streets 
was provided for the work by the generosity of 
Wayman C. Crow, and there the St. Louis 
School and Museum oe Fine Arts was estab- 
lished, under the presidency of JamES E. Yeat- 
man and the directorship of Halsey C. IvES, as 
a department of Washington University admin- 
istered under the terms of Mr. Crow's Deed of 
Gift. In 1900, Professor Ives, then a member 
of the City Council, secured the passage of an 
ordinance providing for the selection of a site in 
Forest Park for the Museum. The Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Company erected in the 
park for its art department of which Professor 
Ives was chief, and for a permanent home for the 
Art Museum, the building which the Museum now 
occupies, and soon after the Fair the Museum was 
established in this building by arrangement ot 
the Exposition Company. In 1907, a statute was 
enacted providing for the establishment, develop- 
ment and conduct of art museums in cities of a 
certain class in Missouri, and under this law a 
special tax was voted for an art museum in St. 
Louis. During an ad interim period the museum 
and school were parted, the school being developed 
under the University and the Museum passing 
under control of a Board, established by a city 
ordinance, to which the collections of the old 
School and Museum of Fine Arts were lent by 
Washington University. Finally under court 
decisions, a board of control was appointed by the 
Mayor under the statute of 1907, to administer 
the City Tax Fund ; and the Museum passed into 
its present stage.

Students are cordially invited to make full 
use of the collections of the City Art Museum. 
Sketching in the galleries is freely permitted. 
Photographing with hand cameras also is free. 
For copying; and for photographing with stand 
camera, permits are necessary, as many works are 
copyrighted, and even in some other cases the 
privilege must be withheld. It also is necessary 
to regulate copying for the better convenience of 
students and the public. For such permits, apply 
to the Secretary. 

PHOTOGRAPHS of paintings, sculptures and 
other exhibits in the Museum's collections, may 
be purchased at the catalogue desks. 

CATALOGUES OF THE SPECIAL EXHIBI- 
TIONS are on sale in the Museum, at the cata- 
logue desks.

An annual sub- 
scription to the special exhibition catalogues 
insures individual notice of all the important 
transient exhibitions. 

The special exhibition catalogues reflect con- 
temporary art activity, and to at least some extent 
keep those who can not see the exhibitions in 
touch with what is being done, here and else- 
where, in art. Many of these catalogues are 
illustrated liberally. Many contain extended 
explanatory or critical matter, as well as the 
biographical and descriptive data. A large part 
of the art activity of St. Louis is recorded in 
these catalogues. Most of the serious art workers 
of the city are numbered among the exhibitors, 
from time to time, and the data concerning them 
and their works should be interesting to St. 
Louisans. The annual exhibitions of the Two- 
by-Four Society and the Society of Western 
Artists, held in the Museum, especially are 
valuable in this connection. Other groups of St. 
Louis and western artists also have been repre- 
sented, and a series of one-artist exhibitions 
already has exemplified several of the city's lead- 
ing art producers.
